1 reports disappointing results frcsa the special 
teoBni'cai Tti<mitorlng of the CIA»sponsored Albanian radio broads 
oasts by our conations vessel in the Adxdatlc in late November. 
Altiiough signal reception definitely ir^roved as the vessel 
moved north and clearest at Uie noi*therrunost point, about 
2$ miles off the Albanian coast near Lesh, all except the 0730 
broadcast sere of poor audibility, and reception of the 0730 
broadcast was clear only in the noirth. The broadcasts alternated 
between poor signal audibility and jamming (idiich first began in 
late August 1^3| see Log Item, 1 September 1953). However, a 
contact of the recently-exflltrated Fig team reported that all 
except the 1330 broadcast were clearly Audible, despite Janmiing,
